Mt. Baldy tunnel 


mishap kills young 


cyclist, hurts pal 


A 14-year-old Chino boy was killed 
and his companion severely injured 


when they were struck by a car as 
they pushed their bicycles through the 
lower tunnel of Mt. 
Baldy 
Sunday 


morning. 
The victim, Randall Anthony Fulton 
of 12455 Holly Court, was pronounced 
dead at Pomona Valley Community 
Hospital 45 minutes after the accident. 


His friend, Philip Gwozdy, 14. of 140* 
W D St., Ontario, was in the intensive 
care unit at the hospital this morning 
in fair condition. 
The California Highway Patrol re­ 
ported that the two boys were struck 
bv a northbound car driven by William 
R Smith. 19, of 1310 Halinor St.. West 
Covina. The 500-foot tunnel 
is un- 
li°hted. 
After the accident the Mt. Baldy l ire 
Department applied the resuscitator 
and cardiac pulmonary' resuscitator to 
the Fulton boy until the ambulance ar­ 
rived. A spokesman for the department 
said there have been numerous similar 
accidents in the tunnel. 
Randall was the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert A. Fulton. He was a natiu* of 
California and moved to Chino from 
Redlands 10 years ago. He was a ninth

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LOS ANGELES (UP1) - A bogus 
Los Angeles city treasury check for 
$902.000 was cashed in New York City 
two weeks ago and another 13 checks 
are unaccounted for at the city’s com­ 
puter center, it was reported today. 
The Los Angeles Times said funds 
from the $902,000 check m ay have been 
transferred to a Paris bank. 
Meanwhile, City Controller Charles 
Navarro said a city worker m ust have 
helped rig the computer to pay $2.5 mil­ 
lion from the treasury' in a thwarted 
plan believed tied to Mafia interests. 


C. Erwin Piper, chief administrative 
otiieer for the city of Los Angeles, con­ 
firmed that the $902.000 check had 
been cashed but he said the city had 
rejected payment. 
Navarro said he didn’t know who 
would stand the loss for the check “ but 
I’m pretty certain it won’t be the 
city.”

The check wras made out to and 
d e p o s i t e d 
with 
Crocker 
Inter­ 
national Bank at 72 Wall Street with the 
designation that it was for transfer to 
the Banque de Paris. 


It carried the same date, Nov. 18, 
1974, that was on three checks totaling 
$2.5 million which were not cashed. 
Navarro also confirmed that addi­ 
tional checks are missing. 
“There is a total of 17 checks in­ 
volved,” he said. “ The one cashed in 
New York, the three totaling $2.5 million 
and 13 others that we cannot account 
for.” 
Navarro said Sunday that a city 
worker must have helped in the bogus 
check scheme. 
“ It couldn’t be anyone from out­ 


side ” he said, noting that nobody is 
permitted in the heavily guarded Data 
Services Bureau area that controls the 
com puter's 
check-writing 
functior s 
without a special badge with a photo- 


graph. 
He said whoever planned the theft 
knew enough about the city s operation 
to write three checks instead of one for 
the whole $2.5 million, because the 
plotter knew a seven-digit check would 
come under closer scrutiny. 
The computer was programmed to 
pay the money to two New 5ork City 


firms and one in Chicago which inves­ 
tigators said turned out to be phony 
firms, or names sim ilar to real busi­ 
nesses but listed under a laUe address 
for delivery of the checks. 
District attorney’s investigators sa;d 
they were investigating the city treas­ 
urer’s oifice today to find out who was 
behind the scheme, which was inter­ 
cepted by a tip to a congressional in­ 
vestigating committee. 
They were looking for evidence of 
earlier possible thefts here or in other 
cities. 


Auto chief says 
ioy< 


DETROIT (UPI) - Ford Motor Co. 
Chairman Henry Ford li to ay sug­ 
gested an immediate across-the-board 
income tax cut as the medicine the na­ 
tion needs to lift the economy out of 
recession. 
In a year-end statement, the Ford 
executive said Congress should 
act 
quickly and order a 10 per cent reduc­ 
tion in withholding for all of 19/5. That 
would increase disposable personal in­ 
come by more than $1 billion a month. 
While suggesting a tax break tor 
Americans, Ford renewed his call for 
an increase in the federal gasoline tax 
to help reduce petroleum consumption. 
He said both would help restore con­ 
sumer confidence in the nation s lea­ 
dership; 


“ Consumers have stopped buy ing be­ 


cause they are afraid things will go 
frcm bad to much worse,” Ford said. 
“ Washington must take steps that will 


persuade the people that the nation 
still has control of its fate and is not 
drifting helplessly into deeper and dee­ 
per trouble.” 
The auto industry' already is in a 
severe recession and heading toward a 
depression that could engulf the rest ot 
the economy, Ford warned. He said 
there is no reason to believe the econo­ 
my will pick up by the middle of 1975 
unless some decisive steps are taken 
now. 
“The important thing right now is 
not to balance the budget, but to give 


the economy a boost that will 
be 
strong enough to lift the nation out of 
recession—but not so strong or lasting 
in its effects that it will lead to a new 
spurt of inflation a year from now,” 
the Ford executive said. 
Ford's year-end outlook cam e as in­ 
dustry 
analysts 
predicted 
new 
car 
«■ales will slump even further in De­ 
cember to the lowest point since the 
slump in mid-September of last year. 
Ford said the poor sales in the fourth 
quarter of 1974 could carry' well into 
1975 if no action is taken. 
he predicted, however, that sales 
next year should be around the 8.9 mil­ 
lion cars sold this year, including im­ 
p o rts - almost 23 per cent below the 
record 11.4 million ol la-it yeai. 


Morton tells parley on *°e*s 
New energy plan to change U.S. life

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Interior Se­ 
cretary Rogers C.B. Morton said today 
the 
government 
was attempting 
to 
forge a new national energy policy that 
will iniluence American lifestyles for 
the remainder of this century. 
“There is no alternative to establish­ 
ing a national energy policy. We can­ 
not afford not to act,” Morton said as 
he opened a three-day State Depait- 
ment seminar on energy. 
Morton said that the government was 
searching for a policy that “will effect 
the w a v Americans work and live for 
perhaps the rest of this century. 
He urged a spirit of "official candor 
and public participation” in the devel­ 
opment of the policy. 
Morton said U.S. energy consumption 
cannot continue to grow at 4 to 5 per 


cent a year. He said the United States 
was currently paying $1$ billion an- 
nuallv for imported oil and only a few 
countries had a “dominance of supply 
and control of prices.” 
Today’s hearing is focused on con­ 
sum er concerns and was chaired by 
Virginia Knauer, special assistant to 
President Ford for consumer affairs. 
“ We hope this sem inar will lead to a 
better understanding of the American 
people that we do have a crisis, 
she 
said. Mrs. Knauer said that, the goal 
was “an equitable policy for all. The 
public need'i to know that burdens or 
sacrifices are equally shared.” 
She said she hoped the hearing would 
bring about public support and unders­ 
tanding of a national energy policy. 
The discussions attracted witnesses

STOCKHOLM (UPI) - Prof. George 
E. Palade of Rockefeller University tn 
New York City predicted today that 
mankind will conquer cancer fairly 
soon -p erh ap s within 10 to 20 years. 
The Romanian-born Palade, 62, co­ 
winner of this year’s Nobel Prize for 
medicine, 
told 
a 
news 
conference 
“ The problem is how to make the cell 
defense system more efficient as we do 
now against bacterial infections. 
“ One way or another, work is pro­ 
ceeding and there is hope that in the 
near future we will solve the prob­ 


lem.” 
, . 
. 
He went on to say it was risky to 


make 
predictions but 
added, 
“ My 
uneducated guess is that it will take 10 
years a more realistic figure. 
“ We have to educate our guesses, or 
we may be cheating the public by say­ 
ing five years. At this time we are still 
searching for the basic facts beiore the 
solution.” 
Palade said thanks to the electron 
microscope and two decades of work, 
“We now know how a cell is organized. 
Within the cell there are organs which 
have been isolated and studied and we 
know in general the ways how the cell 
functions. 
“ The m ajor diseases in our tim e are 


degenerative diseases, ’ Palade said. 


“ Most are malfunctions, like cancer 


and vascular disease and now we have 
the promise of a rational approach as 


a first step to bring them under con­ 


trol. It is already happening.” 
Palade 
em igrated 
to 
the 
United 
States, after the second World War and 
became an American citizen. He is a 
professor of cell biology. 
He shared the 1974 Nobe! Prize tor 
medicine with Dr. Albert Claude, a na­ 
tive of Belgium who is also an Ameri­ 
can citizen, and Dr. Chostian de Duve 
of Belgium. 


All three scientists have been afli- 


liated 
with 
Rockefeller 
University. 


They were cited by the prize com­ 
mittee 
“ for 
their 
discoveries 
con­ 
cerning the structural and functional 


organization of the cell ” 
Claude, 75, said research was also 
progressing on the possible prolonga­ 
tion of human life. 
“ If we can find the code, then we 
could multiply by two and e x t e n d 
man’s age double.” he said, adding, 
however that at the present time it 
would not be practical since the world 
is already overpopulated. 


(UPI) - “ The 
doctor told me 1 would probably have 
triplets.” said Mrs. Charlotte Lange, 
26. “ When the fourth and fifth and 
sixth ones were born I was completely 
shocked.” 
The sixth and smallest of the sextu­ 
ple^ —rare even for women using fer­ 
tility drugs — died within four hours oi 
his birth Sunday. He weighed only 1 
pound, 15 ounces. 
The surviving three boys and two girls 
were reported in “fair” condition today 
and all of them were in respirators. 
“They’re not out of the woods by any 
means,” said Carl Heintze, hospital 
spokesman. “ The next two days are 


crucial.” 
Dr. Jam es Harrow, director ot new­ 
born services, said, ‘‘It’s going to be 
up and down this week” because the 
babies all have hyaline m em brane dis­ 
ease, an oxygen absorption problem 
common among prem ature babies with 
underdeveloped lungs. 
Mrs. Lange’s obstetrician. Dr. Vincent 
Nola, said she bore quadruplets a year 
ago but none lived and she and her 
husband, Alvin, 29, had been childless. 
“ We knew by X-ray that we had 
three infants,” Nola 9aid ot the births 
Sunday. “ I thought there might 
be 
four. But after the fourth one was born 
It was apparent there were two more 
to be born.” 
The weight of the surviving sextu* 
plets—2 to 2,/rP 0U,K*:>""was 8°°^ ior 
their 27-week term , Nola said, and they 
were born naturally without surgery.

Holdup man dies 


after beating 
by angry mob 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Larzell Thomp­ 
son. 22, died Sunday of injuries in­ 
flicted by a mob angered by the shoot­ 
ing of a customer during a grocery 
store holdup. 
Authorities said a mob of 20 to 40 
persons attacked Thompson Friday as 
he and two accomplices fled trom the 
El Barrio Food Mart following the rob­ 
bery and shooting. 
Gelasio Gonzalez, 31, the customer 
he allegedly shot, witnessed the mob 
scene, police said. 
Police said Thompson entered the 
grocery, robbed the store, then de­ 
manded moie money from Gonzalez, 
31. and told Gonzalez he was going to 
kill him. Thompson placed his gun near 
Gonzalez’ head and fired, wounding 
him only in the left hand. 
Thompson and his companions fled 
the store with $338 in cash, but Thomp­ 
son tripped about a half block trom the 
store and was pounced upon by the 
pursuing mob. 
Both Thompson and Gonzalez were 
taken to St. Mary’s Hospital. Gonzales 
identified Thompson as the robber. He 
was charged with arm ed robbery and 
remained under police guard until his 
death.

“ In the case of those minors released 
after the mass drug arrests last week, 
no evidence presented to the court indi­ 
cated that it was necessary to detain 
minors because they posed a danger,” 
Hogoboom said in a letter to the Couiv 
tv Board of Supervisors. 
Hogoboom was one of those asked to 
report to the board about the quick re­ 
lease of the teen-agers, prior to a dis­ 
cussion of the controversy Tuesday. 
More than 150 high school students, 
accused of selling drugs to other stu­ 


dents, were arrested as the result oi 
an undercover operation using youthful 
looking police officers who posed 
as 
high school students for three months. 
Police complained that the arrested 
students were hack in school while the 
undercover officers were still posing as 
students, revealing their true identities, 
and in one case assaulting the ollicet.

for at least three days, to allow time

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (U PI) — The D em ocrats left Kansas 
City today with a new party charter, some old-fashioned party 
unity and burgeoning confidence that they are on the road 
back to the White House in 1976. 
The party ended its unpiecedented national mini-convention 
Sunday with national chairm an Robert Strauss’ trium phant de­ 
claration —“ We hive brought the D em ocratic party back to 
lile ... the Democratic party is ready to govern America 
again.” 
The three-day m eeting produced the first lortnal constitution 
adopted by a m ajor U.S. political party. 
In the course of w riting it, the p a rty ’s principal factions also 
rediscovered they could deal with each other without leaving 
the scars that since 1968 have doomed efforts to regain nation­ 


al leadership. 
But the convention did not bring to the fore the p arty ’s most 
significant need —a clear trcnt-runner for the 1976 presidential 
nomination. 
A pack of hopefuls wooed the 2,500 delegates and alternates 
in the cavernous Kansas City auditorium and the convention 
hotels, but no one of them made an im pact strong enough to 
establish a favorite in the nomination sw eepstakes. 
Only one announced candidate, Rep. M orris Ldall, D-Ariz., 
was on hand. But two others soon to declare —Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson of W ashington and Gov. Jim m y C arter of Georgia 
—com peted for delegate attention with him and with Sens. 
Lloyd Bentsen of Texas, Robert Byrd of West Virginia, and 
Alabama Gov. George Wallace. 


Republican convention 


WASHINGTON (U PI)—Republican party reform ers Sunday 


approved a plan to encourage —but not require — state organ­ 


izations to seek more party m em bership among minorities, 


women, youth a rd old people. 


Both the Republican plan and the one adopted by Dem ocrats 


in Kansas City bar any use of a quota system in delegate 


selection. But the D em ocrats required an “affirm ative action” 


program , while the Republicans only encouraged one. 


The GOP version w as adopted Sunday by the “ Rule 29 Com­ 


m ittee,” set up by the p arty ’s 1972 convention to reform party 
rules. 


It still needs approval by the national GOP ccm m ittee, the 


convention rules com m ittee and the 1976 national convention 
itself before it takes effect. 


The Republican national com m ittee will have no direct po­ 
wer to require recruitm ent drives. But. those states that com­ 
ply will be almost assured of surviving challenges to the cre­ 
dentials cf their national convention delegates. 


In order to win unanim ous approval of the Rule 29 Com­ 
mittee, sponsors cf “ positive action” to recruit minorities 
make it clear that states refusing to go along with the drive 
would net lose their convention seats on that basis alone. 


The key com prom ise provision was that failure to produce 


greater minority participation will not, bv itself, be a ground 


for disqualifying a state’s convention delegation.

studies which attest to the effective­ 
ness of Listerine in the treatm ent of 
colds and their sym ptom s, and the tes­ 
timony ot scientific ex p en s from lead­ 
ing medical institutions,” it said. 
In an order still subject to review by 
the full comm ission, and to appeal in 


the courts later if upheld, B erm an di­ 
rected W arner-Lam bert Co., the m a­ 
kers of Listerine, to run corrective ad­ 
vertising for two years. In all future 
advertisem ents for Listerine for that 
period the com pany would have to con­ 
fess:

sales m anager Wallis Wood 
said recently.

MIAMI (UPI) - Seven of 
the nine Jaycee chapters in

organ­ 
ization is limited to males be­ 
tween 18 and 35 years old.

This means avoiding such 
fuel squanderers as frost-free 
refrigerators, which use 50 
per cent more energy than 
simpler models, and automo­ 
biles, Schipper said.

Paper, he said, is especially 
“energy-costly,” and people 
should be stingy and refrain 
from excessive wrapping or 
elaborate packaging of pre­ 
sents.

Drinking water scare 
I would like to comment in regard to 
stories \ou have recently printed in the 
sericm- contamination of 
Mississippi 
River water supplying New Orleans. 
The stories have been well written 
but they failed to mention two very 
positive factors which may well accrue 
to the benefit of 
mankind. 
Briefly 
stated, they are as follows; 
(1) Were surface sources of drinking 
water to prove a major cause of hu­ 
man cancer, we could effectively re­ 
duce the human death rate from can­ 
cer by converting, to safer underground 
u 'or supplies. While ground water 
currently supplies 50 per cent of out 
drinking water needs, its development 


could be greatly expanded. U.S. Geolo­ 
gical Survey scientists estimate that 
.round water reserved in the United 
States will last over 700 years at pre­ 
sent rates ot consumption. 
(2) The recent drinking water scare 
resulted in an overwhelming victory 
tor the Safe Drinking Water Act in the 
House of Representatives on November 
•JO. where the bill has languished tor 
nearly four years due to opposition by 
oil interests, states righters, and apa­ 
thetic congressmen. 
With eventual passage of this legisla­ 
tion by both the House and Senate and 
support of its ground water protection 
features by the public from all levels 
of government, there is hope ot pro­ 
tecting our generally pure ground wa­ 
ter supplies from invasion by industrial 
and municipal pollutants which appeal 
almost universally in our surface wa­ 
ter*. - Jay H. Lehr, executive direc­ 
tor.

Eventually, his abductors left him 
on a side street, tapes over his eyes, 
with .nstructions not to remove the 
blindfold until they had time to leave 
the scene. As they drove off, he pulled 
off the tapes and found himself in front 
of the church in his home neighbor­ 
hood. 
Kim raised a howl about the kidnap­ 
ing and was immedi ttely placed under 
house arrest. He was investigated for 
several weeks for alleged treasonous

Ihe charges were 
abandoned on Oct. 8. 1973, and he was 
released from house arrest. 
The courts asked that he be detained 
in the country, however, until earlier 
charges of election irregularities are 
resolved. Kim admitted that he was 
now free to attend church, to partici 
pate in political ai'ivity and to go 
where he wished within the country. 
But he complained that he was under 
constant surveillance by the Korean 
Central Intelligence Agency. He also 
charged that KUA auents intimidated 
Korean politic am and newsmen who 
tried to call 011 him.

WASHINGTON (NEA) — I here is a National Guard unit in 


Daytona Beach which, fcr the past decade, has been using tax 


funds for the purpose of remaining proficient in obsolescence. 


fite unit, an air defense battery, is assigned as its responsi­ 


bility a Korean War vintage anti-aircraft weapon with which it 


is virtually impossible to shoot down an aircraft. Many mem­ 


bers of the unit believe the whole thing is unwise but continue 
to belong -a n d why not?-because they are paid up to several 


thousand dollars a year to keep the worthless artillery' oiled. 
The example is only one of a lengthy list of similar budget 


abuses and wastrel extravagance in the U.S. miltary reserve 


system, a system that has through the decades defied almos, 


all attempts to modify or eliminate it. Americans spend more 


than $4 billion annually to preserve a 2.4-million-man reserve 
apparatus that in the opinion of many military' and civilian 
observers is largely a joke. 
Numerous investigations have reinforced this opinion. A re­ 
cent Brookings Institute study concluded that most reserve 
units (including Reserve and Guard components) are woefully 
short of combat capacity; that at least 300.000 of the pa’d 
reservists (there are 925,000) could be eliminated without fear 
of disrupting national security and that, indeed, the state of 
the reserves is so low that entire new regular arm y units 
could be brought to proficiency in the time it would take to 
whip most reservists into battlefield condition. 
The Daytona Beach battery is a ripe illustration of the last 
print. While it h is been shining up outdated A A artillery tor 
the p 1st dozen sear*, several generations of new air detense 
guns have come and gone 
S.ys one Florida Guard colonel: 
•If we could.we’d get the new weapons. As it is, if it cante to 
an enurgeiu v. wt d h- v 
to completely re-train these men in 
the new weaponry. I hat would probably take months. Maybe 
it would take as much as a year. Even then, remember, they <1 
he no good aeainst nuclear attack." 
Thus it is that rather than add to the national security, 
much oi Aniem t*s res rve m litarv capacity may be detract­ 
ing front it. “The sheer v.atroics of the reserves may have 
lulled us into a sense of fal-e security,” says a Brookings 
staffer. "We sa\ we have almost 2.5 million in the reserve 
torce and that sounds g.gantic. Actually, given the probable foe 
in an atomic age. it is nothing but mathematics. Our reserve 
bigness is mostly expensive fat.” 
The situation i-> nothing now. Critics have worried over re­ 
serve excesses 
nd incapabilities since the end of World War 
II. But most trie-% at modernization, including Roltert McNa­ 
m ara's sensible plan to merge the Guard and Reserve into or.e 
lean unit, have gone down the drain. One reason is the power­ 
ful anti-ch mge lobbv within the reserve iteself; state governors 
command National Guard units, leading citizens people local 
companies, and almost one of five in the current Congress is a 
j>roud member of th** big fellowship club. 
I von now. w ith Congress casting about for ways to cut 
-.pending, nary a word of wonder is raised about the need tor 
a W hillion-a-year reserve. The armed services committees 
reccgnize the reserve deficiencies, but think in term s of in­ 
creasing mitlavs to achieve better perior nance. “Cut the bud­ 
get?” says an astonished staffer, "are you kidding?” About 
half the members of both armed service* committees ate re­ 
servists. 
Still, in time - 01 inflation cuts may not he avoided tor long. 
One idea worth considering is a total restructuring of the re­ 
serves* into cadre units. This, done now on a small scale, 
would eliminate everyone from selected (paid) status except 
highly skilled or administrat ve people who would continue to 
keep organize’icnal apparatus active toward the day of pos­ 
sible mobilization.

As leader of Britain’s Labor 
Party tor the past 11 years, 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
is an expert at living up to 
what has become an old say­ 
ing within the party: “ If you 
can’t ride two horses at once, 
you don’t belong tn the cir­ 


cus.’’ 
As party leader he won last 
October’s election in part ai 
least on his pledge that under 
a “social contract” with Bri­ 
tain’s labor 
unions, 
British 
workers would moderate their 
wage demands in return for 
better working and welfare 
condition*. 
As prime minister, he now 
mu»t deal with the fractious 
horse on the left which threa­

At the Labor Party’s an­ 
nual conference the last week 
of November, Wilson demon­

Against a determined lettist
